Census Figures Given Out Last Week
Show Increase of 1,362,996 in
Ten Years.

FULTON COUNTY LOSES 221

The population of the state of
Pennsylvania 18 7,665,111, accord-
ing to the statistics of the thir-

" teenth censud just made pubhe
st Washington, This 18 an in~
crease of 1,862,906, or 21.6 per
cent. over 6 802,11510 1900 was
1,044,101, or 10.9 per cent. and
more than 17 times ab great as1n
1700 when the first census was
talten.

An merease of 1,200,000m popu
lation would entitle the State to
gix additional members on a basis
of representation of 200,000,
But, as the actual increase has
been 162,996 1n excess of the
number to give har six additional
members, and, as a majority
fraction of the numover fixed as
the basis of representation 18 usu
ally allowed representation. 1t
18 quite likely that 80 Represen-
tatives will be givea the State 1a
the new apportionment.

Philadelphia county, having in-
creased 1n population from 1,293,-
807 1n 1000 to 1,549,008 this year,
will be entitled to seven instead
of 1its present six members.
Allegheny county, having 1n-
creased i1n the 10 year period
frcm 775,008 to 1,018,468, will
also be entitled to another mem-
ber of the House of Répresenta-
tives.

On the other hand, 19 counties
out of the 67 in the State showed
a loss of population in the 10-year
- period.. These counties are
Adams, DBedford, Bradford,
Crawford, Forest, Fulton, Jum-
ata, McKean, Montour, Perry,
Pike, Potter, Bnyder, Sullivan,
Busquehanna, Tiogs, Union,
Wayne and Wyoming.

Our own county of Fulton, was
organzed on the 19th of April,
1850; and according to the census
taken that year, had a population
of 7,667, The present census
shows that we have a population
of 0,708; hence it will be seen that
we have gained 2,186 people
sixty years, an average gain of
85 people a year. Bhould we be
able to mantain that rate during
the next hundred years, we shall
be ahle to boast of a population of
& little more than 18,000, which
would mean that the County Com
misgioners wonld get anannual
salary of five hundred dollarsa
year, instead of three hundred
now, and the district attorney
would have the pleasure of hand-
ling four bundred dollars a year
nstead of three hundred asat
present, This information is
given for the benefit of those who
may be aspiring to one or the
other of those offices, that they
may not be 1n too big & harry to
get in, The following will show

SAD SHOOTING ACCIDENT.

Gertrude Ross, of Hopewell, Accidental
ly Shot by Her Brother.

A distressing shooting accident
occurred at the home of James
Ross, a farmer residing near
Hopewell, Bedford county, on
Thanksgiving eve, which resulted
in a fatal wound inflicted on Ger-
trude Hoss, a 14 year-old daugh-
ter, by the accidental discharge
of a gun in the hands of her broth
er, Joseph, aged 18 years,

A noise had been heard about
the corncrib and Joe got a gun to
goout to investigate. It wasa
double barreled breech loading
shot gun, and after loading 1t, as
he was fixing 1¢ for service, a load
was somehow discharged and en-
tering the body of his sister, who
was engaged at sweeping the
intchen at the time and was only
about ten feet distance facing her
brother. The load entered at the
shoulder and passed through her
body, lodging back of the should.
er blade,

The shock and pain were very
severe upon the girl and she was
greatly weakened by the loss of
blood, before the arrival of &
physician. The doctor who was
called at once saw the serious
character ot the wound and after
giving temporary treatment ad
vised her removal to a hospital,
This was done on Thursday
morming when she was thken to
the Altoona hospital. Her cond-
tion was very critical when the
hospital was reached, and no at-
tempt was - made then to remove
the shot. Poor hopes were held
out for her recovery at the time
but the child hogered until 4:10
o’clock on Wednesday afternoon
of last week when death claimed
her. Her aunt, Miss Tillie Ross,
of the Logan House, was at her
bedside when she died. The
body was brought to Hopewell
for interment, The parents and
two brothers, Clarence and Joe,
surviveher.—Everett Republican.

the proper certificate or permit,

sextons or care takers, as is
shown by the suit brought before
J. Reed Irvine, lisq, by Mr,
Brauner againgt D, 8, Gomp, un-
dertaker of Hverett, Edward Wil-
liams and Allen HEshelman, of
West Providence, and Frank
Dicken, keaper of Rock Hill Cem-
etery, for burywg and receiving
bodies without baving procured
the proper certificate or permit,

FLY WHEEL BURST.

Charlie McKinstry Instantly Killed at
Byron Tannery, Mercersburg
Last Friday Evenilg

FRANK DURB[IR[N SLHIOUSL\‘ INJURED

With t.he hurntmz nf a fly
wheel at the Byron Tannery in
Mercersburg last Friday even-
ing, Uharles R. McKinstry, mght
watchman, was instantly killed,
and Frank Duorborrow, the night
hireman, was very seriously,f
not fatally, injured.

The noise of the explosion was
heard but a short distance from
the plant and very few people
knew of the accident until npext
morning. A sister-n-law of Mr,
Durborow was with him when
the accident took place but suc-
coeded 1n getting out of the
building without injury.

She gives this version of the
accident; it was about 9:10 o'clock
when something occurred to the
governor and the fly wheel began
moving very rapidly. Both men,
Mr, McKinstry and Durborow
ran to turn off the big steam
valve but before they succeeded,
the wheel burat and both men
were struck by flying pleces of
the wheel. Itis believed that a
prece of the broken wheel struck
the main steam pipe and broke it
The men were enveloped in steam
and were.stunned,

The body of McKinstry was
discovered near the  door, show-
ing that he was either thrown
across the room a distance of
wwenty feet or succeeded 1n crawl
ing that distance before death
came,

Mr. MeKingtry was of a prom-
ment family. His grandfather,
Willam Me¢Kinstry, came from
Ireland m 1792 and settled in
Mercersburg, He was a per.
sonal friend of President Bu-
chanan and was mstrumental in
having Marshall college located
in Mercersburg. In 1842 he
established the first newspaper
published in that town,
